It does appear, however, that in 
this case there is room for criticism, 
or at least for questioning the pro- 
priety of the actidn taken by the 
County Assessor. It is announced 
that the valuation of property in Los 
Angeles county for the coming year 
will be placed at the very high figure 
of $187 000,000, an increase over 1901-2 
Of $67,000,000, and this does not in- 
clude the valuation of the. railroad 
lines, which are fixed by the State 
Board of Equalization. Last year the 
Assessment was $114,000,000. 

* may be said that Los Angeles 
county has made a phenomenal 


+ growth during the past year, and that 
this is an official evidence of such 


growth. Granted that we have grown, 
but pot in such proportion as this. 
Truly, some sections of the country, 
‘eapecialiy where new electric lines 
have been buik, may have increased 
in value more than 50 per cent. dur- 
‘ing the past twelve months, but on 
ithe other hand there gre sections in 
ithe country where there has been 
ipoartely any increase in land values. 
“Yet ¢weeping increases in valuation 
have been made in such cases. 

As tending to throw some inter- 
vesting light on this question, the fol- 
owing figures showing the assessed 


lvyaluation of property in thirty-five of

1896 and 1902 of $17,296,900, the other 
thirty-four counties, combined, show 
a net decrease of 3 48. 000 Again, 
it may be said that this is x plained 
by the wonderful growth of los Au- 
geles county during those six years. 
But let us see. This certainly could 
not fully explain such an extraordinary 
and abnormal difference as that shown 
in the above table. Here, for in- 
stance, is San Joaquin county, where, 
during the ax years referred to, thou- 
sands of acres that in 1896 were under 
a foot of water are now rented by 
Chinamen at over $40 an acre yearly, 
for the raising of asparagus and other 
vegetables, while Stockton has made 
great advances in her manufacturing 
industries. Yet we find that San 
Joaquin county was assessed last year 
for nearly $8,000,000 jess than in 
1895-6, a reduction of over 20 per dent. 
Again, there is Fresno county, which 
has experienced great prosperity dur- 
ing the past decade, yet Fresno 
county, it will be observed, was as- 
sessed last year for $14,000,000 less 
than in 1895-6, a reduction of over 30 
per cent. Then, coming nearer home, 
there ig Orange county, which has 
been the scene of great developments 
during the past few years. It is as- 
sessed for just $916,000 more than six 
years ago, an increase of less than 10 
per cent. Riverside county also, 
where they have certainly been doing 
things, was assessed last year for 
nearly a million and a half dollars 
less than in 1897-8. Then there is 
Kern county, where the great oll in- 
dustry has been created during the 
past six years, with the building up 
of Bakersfield into a modern city, yet 
all that Kern county bas to show for 
this, in the way of increased valua- 
tion of property, is an increase of less 
than $2,000,000, or about.12 per cent. 
between 1896 and 4902. 


Finally, there is the city and county 
of San Francisco. Will any reputable 
citizen of San Francisco be willing to 
go on record with the statement that 
the val@ of the property within the 
limits that political division of the 
State has decreased $1,733,000, be- 
tween 1896 and 19027 Yet, that is 
what is shown by the assessor's fig- 
ures, as reproduced in the above table. 

And now, on top of ail this, it is 
proposed to add to the valuation list 
of Los Angeles county the extraor- 
dinary amount of $53,000,000, or 
nearly 50 per cent. over last year, 
which will make the assessment valu- 
ation of this county 40 per cent. of 
that of the city and county of San 
Francisco in 1901. It may be claimed 
by some that it is a good thing to 
have euch a statement go abroad, as 
an adverfisement for this 
county, and that it makes little dif- 
ference whether we pay a high rate 
on a small valuation or a smalier rate 
on a high one. This might be so, but 
for one thing. The State has to be 
reckoned with in this question. This 
year the State tax will be a very 
heavy one—65 cents, in comparison 
with 28 cents last year. It is scarcely 
necessary to remind intelligent ad- 
ers of The Times that this great in- 
crease is due to the unwise, ruinous 
and inexcusable policy of Ex-Gov. 
Gage, who, in order to make on the 
face a showing for economy, deprived 
State institutions of money that was 
due to them, and necessary for their 
well-being, so that the burden of re- 
pairing this damage falls on the pres- 
ent administration. Now, a State tax 
of 65 cents means this: Should the 
present tax levy be confirmed, Los 
Angeles county will be called upon 
to make a present to the State of 
$344,000 in cash more than it would 
have had to pay under the assessment 
valuation of last year. Is not this 
rather a high price to pay for adver- 


| tising our prosperity abroad, and might 


not a portion of that sum be better 
expended, say, for instance, on the Los 
Angeles county exhibit at the St. 
Louls exposition? 

The way this thing came about ap- 
pears to be something like this: The 
county Supervisors have some very 
heavy expenses to meet, during the 
coming year, for a jail and other im- 
provements. They figured that there 
would be a big outcry if they should 
raise the tax limit considerably over 
the rate of last year, especially as the 
State rate will be so heavy, and so 
they requested Mr. Ward to pitch in 
and mark up the assessment roll, ap- 
parently forgetting that in doing this 
they were making a present of several 
hundred thousand dollars to the State. 
It is too late now to make changes in 
individual cases, but it ie not too late 
for a horizontal reduction of say 50 
. Of the proposed increase; 
and many citizens, who are by no 
means tax shirkers, believe that it is

HAT OUR SCHOOLS COST. * 
The annual public expenditure 
in the United States, for elementary 


education, amounts in round num- 
bers to nearly $227,000,.000. The 
aggregate of expenditure for the 


fiscal year 1900-1901, as shown by the 
report of the United States Commis- 
sioner of Educaiion for that year, 
was $226,043,236. This amount is al- 
most «quail to the total expenditure 
of all Europe, for a like purpose, the 
European outlay for the same period 
amounting to an aggregate of $246,- 
009,000. The expenditure in the United 
States, per capita of pupils, however, 
is much larger than in Europe. The 
enrollment in the elementary schools 
of Europe is approximately 45,000,000, 
while the enroliment in the United 
States is about 16,000,000. The annual 
expenditure for each pupil is therefore 
about $5.50 in Europe and about $14 
in the United States. 

A comparison of the amounts spent 
annually for primary education by 
some of the larger American cities is 
interesting. New York, of course, 
romes first with an expenditure of 
$19,731,629 for a single year. Chicago 
is next, with $8,203,493. Then, in the 
order named, come Philadelphia, with 
$3,319,604: Boston, $3,043,640; St. 
Louis, $1,526,140; Baltimore, 31.417, 
392; Cleveland, $1,257,345: Washing- 
ton, $1,182,916; and New Orleans, 
$478,025 (the smallest amount ex- 
pended by.any of the larger cities.) 

The average amount of public 
money expended for each pupil in the 
United States is large, and doubtless 
some of it is misspgnt. The fact that 
the population is increasing quite 
rapidly in most States of the Union, 
necessitating the erection of many 
new schoolhouses, is probably re- 
sponsible in part for the larger per 
capita expenditure here than in Eu- 
rope. In some parts of the country, 
the percentage of illiteracy is surpris- 
ingly large, notwithstanding the 
heavy outlay for educational purposes. 
But the results attained are, on the 
whole, very satisfactory. 

Americans have great pride in their 
common school system, as well they 
may, for it is an institution that has 
contributed incalculably to the up- 
building of our country’s greatness 
and to making the American charac- 
ter what it is—strong, dominant, self- 
confident, resourceful, masterful. When 
Americans lose interest in their pub- 
lic schools—which time, we hope, will 
never come—the nation will have en- 
tered upon the initiatory stage of its 
decline. 


CONSERVATIVE LEADER. 

If all the so-called leaders of la- 
bor were as conservative as was P. 
M. Arthur, head. of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, who died 
suddenly at Winnipeg.” Manitoba, on 
Thursday night, there would be-fewer 
strikes, and fewer labor disturbances 
of all kinds, better feelings would ex- 
let between employers and employés, 
industrial conditions would de far 
better than they are, in all parts of 
the country, and trade unions would 
not be so generally distrusted as they 
are today. If these organizations 
were conducted upon wise, safe, and 
reasonable principles, they would not 
be a menace, as they are under present 
conditions and leadership, to the well- 
being of the nation, nor a positive 
injury to every community upon 
which they are permitted to fasten 
their upas-like grip. 

Chief Arthur was a conservative 
and wise leader. To the fact that 
they had the good sense to retain 
him so long as the head of their or- 
ganization, the locomotive engineers 
of the United States owe the success 
of their brotherhood. If they had not 
had so level-headed and sensible a 
leader, they would have been led into 
mistakes without number, which 
would have caused the public to re- 
gard them with distrust. Many labor 
organizations are so regarded, princi- 
pally as a result of bad leadership, 
which has plunged them into excesses 
such as have cost them dearly in 
many ways, and (most costly of all.) 
has alienated from them whatever of 
public sympathy they may have had 
at an earlier time. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Du- 
gineers enjoys the public respect to a 
greater extent, perhaps, than any 
other labor organization in the coun- 
try. This is, as we have said, chiefly 
because it has had, during most of its 
existence, a sensible and conservative 
leader, and has followed his counsels. 
If the organization desires to retain 
the public esteem which it now en- 
joys, its members will see to it that 
Mr. Arthurs successor is a man of the 
same stamp, who will countenance 
strikes only as a last resort. Most of 
the reckless so-called labor leaders of 
the present time use the strike as the 
weapon of first resort, instead of the 
last, resorting to it upon the slightest 
pretext, and often upon no pretext 
whatever. The result is that the 
whole industrial world is kept in an 
almost constant turmoil, merely to 
gratify the personal vanity and of- 
ficiousness of a few unscrupulous 
leaders. How long the sensible, de- 
cent members of the unions will sub- 
mit to this outrageous and ruinous 
imposition, is an umanswered ques- 
tion. But so long as they do submit 
to it, they will suffer lose—toss of 
wages, which they can ill afford, and 
loss of public esteem, which will prove 
a far more serious loss to them, in the 
long run, than mere loss of wages.

NE GOVERNMENT, ONE PEOPLE. 

Isn't it about time for us to do 
away with a dual government in Los 
Angeles—that of a city and county? 
The idea of paying large salaries to 
two sets of officers and maiataining 
two great buildings in which to do the 
public business, located a long dis- 
tance apart, is little short of ridicu- 
lous. Frequent talk is heard about 3 
new City Hall, but it ought to cease. 
We do not need a new City Hall, but 
we do need a merger of the city and 
county governments, and that speed- 
ily. Property owners have to make 
dual assessment lists, they have to go 
to two different offices to pay their 
taxes, and in many other ways they 
are incommoded and put to unneces- 
sary expense. This matter should be 
taken up at the next legislative ses- 
sion and pursued to a finish. As for 
a new City Hall, we can probably 
worry along with the one we have 
until we have a city and county builld- 
ing to take its place. And there is a 
very handsome and commodious one 
already standing at the place where 
the county officers now hold forth in 
all their glory. This matter bas been 
aired frequently. It is high time that 
steps were taken to place the thing 
somewhat beyond the question of 
mere discussion, The way to have a 
combined city and county government 
is to go to work and get it. 


ET CAMPERS BE CAREFUL. 

The forest-fire season is beginning 
early this year, which is all the more 
reason why our forest regions, which 
are much too small, should be carefully 
safeguarded. It is quite the fashion ©” 
attribute these fires to careless camp- 
ers or other human creatures in whom 
the spirit of wantonness is rampant, 
but old mountaineers know thet nature 
sets many of her own fires. A bit of 
gum which has exuded from a pine tree 
will sometimes serve to establish a con- 
flagration in the woods, on the prin- 
ciple of the sun glass, especially when 
Old Sol ie sending down his rays with 
severity. At the same time there is no 
doubt that many of the fires in the 
woods are occasioned by people who 
ought to know better than to set them. 
It should be considered the duty of 
every person who goes into the moun- 
tains to act as a fire guard to the best 
of fis ability, for the conservation of 
our tree growth, in the hills is of the 
greatest moment.

ASTERSON CANNOT 
BE BROUGHT BACK. 


EMBEZZLER HIDING IN GERMANY 
SAVED BY POOR TREATY. 
— @- — * 
Antique Extradition Provisions Be- 
tween United States and Prussia Pre- 


vent His Return—District Attorney to 
Take no Further Action. 


As forecasted in The Times, Master- 
son, the daring embessler wanted in 
this city and at present in Germany, 
cannot be brought back to the United 
States to stand trial for his misdeeda. 
This conclusion was arrived at by the 
District Attorney's office yesterday 
afternoon, and the office at once tele- 
giaphed Gov. Pardee to withdraw his 
extradition request from the State De- 
partment at Washington. 

Old treaties with the German empire 
and poor provisions as to extradition 
of criminals are responsible for Master- 
son's freedom, and not any doubt as 
te his guilt. 

In giving a short history of the affair 
Deputy District-Attorney Fleming, saii 
yesterday afternoon: “On July 14, ap- 
plication was made to this office fur 
the extradition of E. F. Masterson upon 
five charges of obtaining money under 
false pretenses from the Continental 
Building and Loan Association. These 
charges were filed some weeks ago in 
the Police and Justice courts. The ap- 
plication was made by the Pinkertons, 
who telegraphed, saying that “+ | rep- 
resented the association, and that they 
tad located Masterson in Lundon, Ger- 
many.

“They then changed their charge. 
and made application for extradition 
for felony embezsiement.

consideration of the latter application 
we requested Gov.

“Investigation showed that Master- 
son was in the province of Schieswig- 
Holstein, a part of the kingdem of 
Pruesia. A treaty exists and is now 
in force between our government and 
Prussia in reference to the extradition 
ef criminals, which only provides for 
the return of a fugitive, who has em- 
bezzled public moneys. Of course, as 
the money taken by Masterson was 
private funds, this office has finanz 
denied the application, and has 
quested Gov. Pardee to cancel the re- 
quest for detention. 
“although this treaty only provides 
for the extradition of criminals, who 
have r@bed t public purse, there are 
crimes where they are Dro t back 
by special provision, made without the 
treaty. In international law there 
ie what is known as the ‘vile’ crimes— 
murder, robbery, burglary and forgery, 
and to get men who have committed 
any one of these acts, our government 
agrees to ‘swap’ criminal for criminal 
with the other nation. When they want 
4 murderer, or a burglar. or forger 
over there they gently remind us of 
the little incident, and American of- 
ficlals are requested to stand aside and 
let the Germane take their man. 
“But for erdinary offenses 
United States does not wish to be 
tied down to any foreign power, and 
only in cases of extreme gravity does 
it consent to the swapping ent. 
A new treaty or even a modification

SANTA MARIA. 
SUGAR-MAKING BEGINS. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


Suger Company began operating its 
factory at Bettaravia this morning. The 
sugar-making season promises to be 
the most successful of any yet exper!- 
enced in previous years, the officials 
figuring on a run of almost six months. 
This the company is enabled to do with 
an increased acreage, which has been 
thoroughly irrigated. Heretofore beet 
planting was not begun until March 
and April, while in the past winter 
seeding began as early as December 
and January, thus giving the growing 
crop the advantage of the winter rains 
in addition to the irrigation, which was 
carried on by means of powerful pump- 
ing plants. The new beet crop is now 
being plowed up and 500 tons are al- 
ready in the sheds. It is expecttd that 
in the next few days this amount will 
be increa to 10,000 tons. The new 
beets which have been tested thus far 
in the factory's laboratory run up to 
% per cent. purity and contain 2 per 
cent. of sugar, which is considerably 
higher than they have averaged in any 
previous year. 
WHISKY GAS EXPLODED. 

A queer explosion occurred in front 
of a local saloon, which nearly caused 
serious injury to an unsuspecting 
passer-by. An empty whisky barrel, 
which had been corked for several days.

Death Valley in midsummer, without 
water, and twenty miles from the near- 
est spring—such was the terrible ex- 
perience of Henry Fellows, a pros- 
pector who arrived in Los Angeles yes- 
terday, still visibly a sufferer from his 
near approach to a death than which 
none is to be more dreaded. : 

Fellows was prospecting in the Fu- 
neral Range, which lies along the east 
side of the great depression that has 
been given such a somber and apt 
name, and decided on the Fourth of 
July, not having found any rock that 
looked promising, to try the Panamint 
Range, which is across the valley and 
parallel with the Funeral Mountains. 

On the evening of the Fourth, the 
time fixed for his journey across the 
great stretch of sands, Fellows left the 
spring where he was camped to look 
for his burro. It usually grazed in a 
basin about a mile from the spring. 
When he reached the basin, the burro 
Was not there. After searching for 
an hour, the preepector discovered 
its tracks leading up a gorge toward 
the Nevada line and going in the direc- 
tion from which he had come in his 
prospecting tour. A prospector on the 
desert without a burro is like a ma- 
rooned satlor. 

Still, Fellows might have gone to on- 


ot the mining camp on the east of the 


valley. Instead, he did what many un- 
other prospector has done—underesti- 
mated the terrors of the most inhos- 
pitable stretch of desert in the world, 
and started out. He left the edge of 
the Funeral Mountains at o'clock on 
the night of the Fourth and struck out 
for the Paramints, forty miles away.

beautifully illustrated, and have been 
examined chiefly because of the pic- 
tures. Now we have a book which 
makes no claim for profundity, and al- 
though it is not written in such a style 
as to be readable as a history. is, on 
the whole, one of the best books on 
the history of art that we have had 
the good fortune to examine. It is es- 
sentially a text-book, and is just such 
a book as the lecturer on art would 
put into the hands of hie hearers when 
he comes to treat the history of paint- 
ing.
